Surv iv ors of deceased serv icemen 
who worked in employ ment cov ered 
by the Social Security Act prior to 
their entrance into the armed forces 
were urged to contact the nearest 
Social Security Board field office by 
Ralph T. Fisher, manager of the Ab­ 
ilene field office.

Su ch pay ­ 
ments are esp ecially imp ortant if the

‘'The Secretary of War desires me 
to express his deep regret that your 
son, First Lt. Joe W. Boyd was killed 
in action on twelve of Nov. 1944 in 
France. Signed, Witsell, Acting Ad­ 
jutant General.”

Joe W. Boyd was born in Jones 
County, Sept. 1st, 1923.

Survivors of Deceased 
Servicemen To Contact 
Social Security Board 


Survivors of deceased servicemen 
who worked in employment covered 
by the Social Security Act prior to 
their entrance into the armed forces 
were urged to contact the nearest 
Social Security Board field office by 
Ralph T. Fisher, manager of the Ab­ 
ilene field office. 
“ In addition to any benefits pay­ 
able from War Risk Insurance sys­ 
tem,” Fisher stated, there may also 
be some payment from the Old-Age 
and Survivor* Insurance s y s t e m . 
These payments,” he continued, “can 
be made if the worker (the service­ 
man or woman) was insured under 
the Social Security plan. Such pay­ 
ments are especially important if the 
deceased is survived by minor chil­ 
dren, since monthly payments con­ 
tinue until the youngest child reach­ 
es age 18.” 
“Delay in filing the claim after 
notice of death is received may re­ 
mit in some loss of benefit by the 
survivor.” Fisher added,
